- mendable likewiſe. And fince 
the common Safety of Enrope , 
| as well as the neceſſary Defence 
' and Preſervation of that Church 
and Nation to which you be- 
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long , is the Cauſe for which 
you are now engaged ; you will 
not ſo much want a Caſuiſt to 
ſtate the Lawfulneſs of your 


Profeffion, as you ſeem to ftand - 


in need of ſome Chriſtian Moni- 
tor to pur you in mind how you 
ought to behave your ſelves in 
Ik. 

The Calling of a Soidier 1s 
doubtleſs very well conſiſtent 
with that of a Chriftian ; and 
altho the Armour which - the 
Goſpel recommends, is of a Spi- 
ritual nature, and ſuch as we 
are all required to put on and 
employ in our Defence againſt 
our Spiritual Enemies; yet we 


no where find, that either our _ 
Bleſſed Saviour, or any of his - 


_ did ever condemn the 
ule of Secular Arms and Carnal 
Weapons as abſolutely unlawful. 
Nor indeed can it be reaſonably 
1ma- 


imagined, but that Chriſtians as 
well as other men may be-inno- 
cently allowed to provide the 
beſt they can both for their Per- 


- | . ſonal and for the Pub'ick Safety. 


Thetruth tis, that which hath 
brought ſo ill an opinion upon a 
Military Profeſſion, is the looſe- 
neſs of Manners, and Unchriſti- 
an Converſation of too many of: 
thoſe who are employ'd in it: 
And *tis the ſcandalous Example 
of ſome amongſt you , which 
* hath brought fo ll a report up- 
on the CharaCter of a Soldier 1n- 
the general. For the undiſcern- 
ing part of mankind ( which is 
generally the greateſt part of it ) 
is tooapt to judge of a Profeſſ1- 
on, according to the Lives and. 
Converſations of its Profeſſors. 
And becauſe they obſerve ſo- 
much Impiety and Injuſtice, fo 
much Prophaneneſs and Irreli-: 
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g10n in the Behaviour of ſome 
Soldiers , they are from thence 
unhappily prejudiced with an 11! 
Opinion of All. 


Now the belt and only way to _ 


vindicate the Credit and Repu- 
tation of a Military Life, from 
all Prejudices of this kind, is 
to remove that unhappy occaſi- 
on from whence they proceed ; 
and if inſtead of diſtinguiſhing 
your ſelves from the reſh of 
mankind, by your Vices, you 
would be more careful to behave 
your ſelves as becometh Chriſti 
_ ans; if inſtead of Blaſpheming 
God with ſo many horrid OQaths 
and Curſes, you would learn to 
Reverence and Adore him, and 
aſcribe him the honour due unto his 
Name; if inftead of that Riot 
and Intemperance, that Tnju- 
fticeandUncharitableneſs which 
{o much abounds amongſt you,

fter out his prophane and daring 
Impieties againſt the Supreme 
Judge of Heaven and Earth, 
| was one neceſſary Qualification 
of his Profe(lion : No; *tis plain 
that he believed the CharaQeer 
of a Religious and Devout man, 


.} was very well reconcilable with 


that of a Good Soldier : And he 
hath left theſe as Maxims of E- 
ternal Truth, to be tranſcribed 
' from his Example, That the beſt 
Courage doth always proceed 
| from the beſt Conſcience ; And 
that no man is ſo well qualified 
to appear Fearleſs and Undaunt- 
ed before the face of an Enemy, 
as he who walketh in the Fear = 

tne 
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the Lord, and repoſeth his 
ftrength and confidence in the 
God of his Salvation. 

Fear indeed at firſt hearing, 
may ſeem a very odd ingredient 
in the Charatter of a good Sol- 
dier ; but ſuch a Fear as this of 
Cornelins's was, is ſo far from 
carrying in it any the leaſt impu- 
tation of Cowardice, or Mean- 
neſs of Spirit, that it is very well 
conſiſtent with the Principles of 
true Courage ; nay, and the 
moſt powerful Incitement that 
can be, to all Gallant and Va- 
lourous "Actions. For tolive tn 
the Fear of God, to fear him ſo 


as to tremble at the thoughts of | 


offending him, and to pay a Re- 
verential Regard to the Majeſty 
of his Power; andthe Authori- 
ty of his Laws, is the ſure and- 
certain means of engaging him- 
on your (ide: And when you 


are. 
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are once happily fecure of that, 
you need zot fear what man can 
do unto you > Nor need you be 
then afraid though never ſo mas 
ny thouſands of your Enemies [et 
themſelves again} you round a- 
bout. 

Gentlemen, Your known 
Bravery and Reſolution in the 
day of Battel hath eminently ap- 
pear'd in the late ACtions in 
which you have been engaged. 
And your ' very Enemies have 
confels'd to your glory, that 
they felt to their own ſhame, 
that you have been far enough 
from fearing thoſe who car kill the 
body only. But God forbid,” that 
you ſhould eſteem as any part of 
your glory, not to fear him, who 
can deſtroy both body and ſoul in 
hell. No, ſuch a Religious Fear 
as this is one of the principal Ac- | 
compliſhments of-the true -Chri- 

os ſtian 
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ſtian Hero, Andit you will be- 
lieve the Experience of one of 
., . the greateſt Generals Fraxce ever 
bred, he will inform you, That 
no man can be truly brave with- 
out it. 

The next thing propoſed to 
your imitation from the Exam- 
ple of Corzeliuz, 1s the Conſtan- 
cy of his Piety and Devotion. 
For *tis ſaid of him , That he 
was 4 devout man, and one that 
prayed to God continually. And 
to convince you of the reaſona- 
bleneſs and wiſdom of this Pra» 
iſe, I need only ſuggeſt to you 
thoſe particular and extraordina- 
ry Obligations, which men of 
your Profeſſion ſeem to lie un- 
der, of imploring the aſſiſtance 
of the Divine ProteQtion : For 
you are much more converſant 
in Dangers and Neceſlities, and 
oftner expoſed to Hardſbips,and 

| Di- 
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Diſtreſſes, than any other ſort 
of men : And ſo perilous are the 
Circumſtances, ſo great and ma- 
nifold are the Difficulties where- 
with you are {ſometimes encom- 
palied, that in many Caſes you 
ſeem to ſtand in need of a Mira- 
cle on purpoſe for your preſer- 
vation ; and have no other means 
left for you to eſcape, but the 
immediate interpoſition of that 
God, whoſe Will no Human 
Policy can controul, and whoſe 
Almighty Power no Creature 1s 
able to reſiſt. 

Now what can be thought 
more reaſonable, than for men 
in ſuch hazardous Circumſtances 
and apparent Dangers as thele, 
to be continually addreſſing their 
Supplications to him,who is both 
| willing and able to ſave them to 
the uttermoſt ? and ſo to engage 
the favour of his Divine -—_ 
an 
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and Affiftance by Prayer and 
Devotion, that He may be al- 
ways ready to ſave and defend 
them, and be their preſent help 
in the needfu! time of trouble! 
This was lookt upon as a ve- 
ry neceſſary preparation againſt 
the dangerous Accidents and E- 
vents of War amongſt the Jews; 
and this the Chriſtian Emperor 
Coxſtantine the Great thought fo 


requiſite in order to the happy 
{ſucceſs of his Arms and Armies; 
that, beſides his own private ' 


Devotions in his Tent, he taught 
every particular Soldier in his 
Army an excellent Form of 
Prayer, and required them to 
{ay it for themſelves : Which 
Pious Precedent the Religious 
Theodoſius is faid to have fol- 
lowed with ſo good ſucceſs, that 


his Hiftorian ſaith , he obtained | 
a great Victory over his. Ene- | 
muies | 
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'| mies by the prevailing efficacy 


of his Devotion, rather than 
by the ſtrength of his Army, 
or the Power of his Sword. 
"Tis not indeed expeCted that 
fo much time can be ſpent in 
Devotion in a Camp, as in a 
Cell, or a Cloyſter; nor will 
there be ſo much exaCted in this 
Caſe of a Solder, as of a Monk. 
But yet it muſt be ſtill remem- 
bred, that God Almighty re- 
quires the Worſhip and Service 


{ of both according to their re- 


ſpeQive Talents and Abilities. 
And although thoſe external 
Avocations which do neceſſa- 
rtly attend the buſineſs of your 
Profeſſion, will not perhaps al- 


low you to be ſo often upon 


your knees, as thoſe who have 
more leiſure, and more conve- 


| nient retreats for the exerciſe 
;- | of their Devotion ; it will ne- 


vertheleſs 
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vertheleſs behove you to be as 
fervent and frequent in Prayer 
as you can; and as often as 
your Circumſtances will per- 
mit. 


Whilſt you are in your reſpe- 


ative Quarters, you will have 
greater Advantages of this kind 
than moſt other men. And 
if you do not gladly comply 
with thoſe happy Opportunt- 
ties which are then afforded 
you, of praying daily to God, 


both privately, and in the pub- * 


lick Congregations where you 
are, it cannot be then ſaid in 
your excuſe of this neglect, 
that you were otherwiſe enga- 
ged, and that you were not at 
liberty to doit : No, the World 
will be then apt to conclude, 


that it is becauſe you do not 


think the Duties of Religion 
any part of your buſineſs: And 


> — 


that | 
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that with thoſe wicked and pro- 
fane Wretches in the P/almiſt, 
Tow care not for God, neither is 
God in all your thoughts. 


- ButTI hope, Gertlem'z, this 
ſevere reproach will not lye upon 
the CharaCter of many of you : 
And I cannot bur obſerve it to 
the great Honour and Reputati- 
on of ſome amongſt you, and 
thoſe not a few, that you have 
conſtantly frequented our ſo- 
kmn Aſſemblies, where you 


| came, and expreſſed therein a 


very decent and orderly Devo- 
tion. 


Now although ſuch happy 
opportunities as theſe cannot be 
{o well and fo often enjoyed, 
whilſt you are in the Field, and 
attually engaged in Military 


| Service ; yet even then your 


Minds 
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Minds and Meditations may be 
devoutly diſpoſed : And the 
greateſt - Hurry and Confuſion 
of a Camp can never hinder, 
but that you may be ſtill calling

any other help, nor can you in- 
deed be well ſupply'd with a bet- 
ter : for which reaſon it is put at 
the end of this Advice.

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And becaule it is highly requt 
ſite that Men in your Circum- 


| ſtances ſhould be continually litt- 


ing up your hearts to God ; and 
at all times, and inall places, and 
upon all occaſions addreſling your 
Souls to him,from whom cometh 
your ſtrength and falvation, it 
will be very proper for you. to 
habituate your ſelves to theſe E- 
jaculations, or ſhort Prayers fol- 
lowing.

He ſhall pour down rain upen the 
ſinners, {nares, fire and brimſtone, 
form and tempeſt ; this ſhall be 
their porticn to drink. For lo, the 


. Lord is come out of his place to 


viſit the wickedneſs of ſuch as dwell 
upon the Earth. Put who may a- 
bide the day of his coming ? who 
who ſhall be able to cndure when 
he appeareth; His Pan is in his 
Hand ,' and he wiil purge his floor, 
and gather his Wheat into the Barn, 
but he will burn the Chaff with 
unquenchable fire. The Day of 
the Lord cometh as a Thief in the 
Night : and when Men ſhall fay 
Peace, and all things are ſafe , then 
ſhall fudden deſtruction come upon 
them, as forrow cometh upon a Wo- 
man travelling with Child,and they 
ſhall not eſcape.Then ſhall appear the 
Wrath of God in the Day of Ven- 
geance, which obſtinate ſinners , 
through the ſtubberneſs of their 
heart, have heaped unto themſelves, 
which deſpiſed the goodneſs, pati- 
ence, and long-fufferance of God, 

| when 
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when he called them continually to 
Repentance. "Then fthall they call 
upon me (faith the Lord) bur I will 
not hear,they ſhali ek me ecarly,but 
they ihall not find me ; and that be- 
cauſe they hated knowledge, and re- 
ceived not the fear of the Lord, bur 
abhorred my counſel, and deſpiſed 
my corre&tion. Then ſhall it be too 
lace to knock when the door ſhall be 
jhut ; and too late to cry for Mercy 
when it is the time of Juſtice. O 
terrible voice of moſt juſt Judgment 
which ſhall be pronounced upon 
them, when it Jſnall be ſaid unto 
them, Go ye curſed into the fire e- 
verlaſting, which is prepared tor the 
Devil and his Angels.Therefore, Bre- 
thren, take we heed betime, while 
the day of ſalvation laſteth; for the 
night cometh when nonecan work: 
but letus, while we have the light, 
believe in the light , and walk as 
Children of thelight, that we be not 
caſt into utter darkneſs, where is 
weeping and gnaſhing of teeth. Let 
us not abuſe the goodneſs of God , 
who calleth us mercifuily to amend- 
ment, 
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ment, and of his endiets pity promi- 
{eth us forgiveneſs of that which is 
paſt,if with a perfect and true heart 
we return unto him. For though our 
fins be as red as ſcarlet, they thall be 
made white as ſnow : and though 


© they be like purple, yet they ſhall be 


made white as woo!l.Turn ye (faith 
the Lord) from all your wickedneſs, 
and your ſin ſhall not be your de- 
ſtruction. Caſt away from you all 
your ungodlinels that ye have done, 
make you new hearts, and a new 
ſpirit: Wherefore will yedie,O houſe 
of T/rael, ſeeing that I bave no plea- 
{ure in the death of him that dieth, 
faith the Lord God ? Turn ye then, 
and ye ſhall live. Although we have 
ſinned , yet have we an Advocate 
with the Father, Jefus Chriit the 
righteous, and he is the propitiation 
for our ſins. For he was wounded for 
our offences , and ſmitten- for our 
wickedneſs. Let us therefore return 
unto him, who is the merciful recei-. 
ver of all truepenitent ſinners ; aſſu- 
ring our ſelves that he is ready to re- 
ceive us,and moſt willing to pardon 
us, 
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us, if we come unto him-by faithful 
repentance; it we will ſubmit our 
{eives unto him, and from hence- 
torth walk in his ways; it we will 
take his eaſie yoke, and light bur- 
den upon us, to follow him in low- 
lineſs, patience, and charity, and bs 
ordered by the governance of his ho- 
ly Spirit: feeking always his glory, 
and ſerving him duly in our vocation 
with thankſgiving. This it we do, 
Chritt will deliver us from the curſe 
of the Law, and from the extream 
malediction which ſhall light upon 
them that ſhall -be ſer on the lefc 
hand ; and he wilt fer us on his righe 
hand, and give us the gracious bene- 
diction of his Father, commanding 
us to take poſſeflion of his :glorious 
Kingdom : unto which he vouch- 
ſafe to bring us all, for his infinite 
mercy. Amen.
